Iron ContuniliiHlIon of Water* 

A very frequent contamination v( wat¬ 
er in tlini arming from the prcf/ence of 
iron, particularly where a relation exists 
tf) coal mines, iron mines, ferruginous, 
nml argillaceous sandstone; even ground 
water and well water, otherwise ptire and 
unobjectionable, often contain suits of 
iron, which usually come from ochcry 
strata. In case the geologioul strata, 
consists of hard, insoluble kinds of rock, 
such as granite and gneiss, tbo water 
remains comparatively free from contam¬ 
ination, and is what is ordinarily term¬ 
ed "soft;" if, however, the water in its 
subterranean course comes in contact 
with rocks containing components simi¬ 
lar to rock salt, it becomes saliferous, 
and if it strikes limerock, dolomite, or 
chalk, etc., it takes up certaiu quanti¬ 
ties of them, becomes calcareous, and is 
in that case called "hard.” In respect to- 
the ferruginous contaminations referred 
to, while these in no way render the 
water insalubrious, it is found to be¬ 
come turbid and unsightly from the ef¬ 
fect of the oxide of iron formed by the- 
action of the atmospheric oxygen, and*, 
when precipitated, soils drinking vessel*, 
kitchen utensils.

Ia< re»»luK Humus In tlie Holt. 

Another point tliut does not sufficient¬ 
ly impress itself upon tin* average farm¬ 
er’s mind, it seems to me, is the matter 
of storing up humus iu the soil. Thou¬ 
sands of farms are suffering for just this 
added decaying organic matter. When 
struw, grass, leaves, etc., are buried in 
the gn>uiid, and decay there, there is 
supplies/ not only plant food from the 
decay, but such an improved nnchani- 
cal condAtion of the soil also us great¬ 
ly assists' growth. Where soil inelines 
to pack, it iiM'ds just tliis lightening 
that is furnished by plowing under de¬ 
caying organic matter. Stiff soils me 
ulao greatly improvc*U by the same treat¬ 
ment, looking at the purely meelianicul 
condition of the land. But there are .un¬ 
doubtedly other ways in whieh available 
fertility is added to the soil by such de¬ 
cay. Mucit otherwise unavailable fer¬ 
tility is undoubtedly set free by the 
chemical ehut’ges that thus tuke place in 
the decay of a-rganic matter. The great 
value of humus in the sod is forcibly 
shown in the fertility of land reclaimed 
from the forest, which has carpeted the 
giound for generations with leaves. 
“Green” manuring will put humus into 
Ihe soil, but its profitableness will de¬ 
pend upon circumstances—the market 
value of the crop that may be turned 
under. For land in many situations the 
plowing under of green crop is undoubt¬ 
edly the cheapest method of fertilizing it; 
but whatever one’s circumstances, it is 
wise to turn under all the straw, refuse 
hay, cornstalks, etc., that cannot be 
used to advantage elsewhere. Best of 
all it ia to get a second, or third, crop 
growth of clover to turn under when 
plowing. The roots in the soil, and the 
clover stalks above the surface, will give 
organic matter that will both mechani¬ 
cally improve the soil and likewise udd 
to it a great store of fertility.— Practi¬ 
cal Farmer._

< Council Chamber, 
i Napanee, Sept. 7th '07 

Council met in regular session, Dr. 
Leonard presiding, present, Madole, Carson, 
Miller, Perry, Boyle, Ming. 

The minutes of last regular session were 
read and adopted. 

A communication from Denis Daly 
offering to pay two thirds of the cost of & 
graDolethio walk around his residence was 
read and on motion the offer was accepted 
and a four foot walk will be built this 
month. 

Mayor Ward entered and took the ch&ir. 

On motion it was decided to lay a cement 
walk four feet wide, from F. W. Smith’s 
residence to the post office. Reeve Leonard 

as in favor of a -1$ foot walk as that was 
the width of the post offioe walk. Conn. 
Carson was not in favor of making the 
walk 4J feet wide—four feet was wide 
enough. It was all well enough to say the 
walk at the post office was 4^ feet wide. 
We didn't want to imitate the extravagance 
that had characterized the building of the 
post office. 

Deputy reeve Madole thought a four foot 
walk was wide enough. It was only a 
matter of 91.75 at the most but it was these 
little things that had put us whete we 
were. 

Reeve Leonard didn't agree with this. 
He believed it was the big thing, water¬ 
works, bonuses, etc., that had placed the 
town in its present position. 

On motion of Ming and Carson the walk 
recently taken up in front of U. Wilson's 
was ordered to be laid down on east side of 
John Bt. from Dundas to Mill Sts. outside 
line of trees. 

Coun. Miller was requested to wait upon 
the secretary of the Fire Underwriters 
Association while in Toronto in reference 
to the rating of the town. 

A petition from Dr. Cowan and M. J. 
Warner asking on behalf of the ratepayers 
on the east side of John St. that a cement 
walk, G feet wide, be laid down upon that 
street, the ratepayers aloDg the street to 
pay half the cost of the walk, was read and 
referred to the Street Committee to report. 
A similar communication from Thos. E. 
Anderson and D. 6. Warner, agreeing to 
pay half the cost of a granolithic walk in 
front of theit property was read and 
referred to the Street committee. 

Edward Roberts asked that his taxes for 
1897, amounting to 911, be remitted as he 
was in straitened cirourastanoes. The 
matter was referred to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Percy, who occupies the town 
property, was heard in reference to enlarg 
ing the store he oooupies, he agreeing to 
pay the cost of the improvements providing 
he was granted a five years lease of the 
property.

The residuum obtained is of a pale red¬ 
dish yellow or straw color, slightly sticky 
und nearly transparent.

But 
there is eonqietitioii on every large farm 
where suitable buildings shelter tin* 
fowl* and where feed grain is so abund¬ 
ant that no one even thinks of feeding 
the liens, they can help themselves. On 
such places there also is a great plenty 
of offal from tin* table and tin* dairy. 

The thirfty and frugal -housewife sees 
to it that the scraps go to the hen* and 
chickens. We seldom f«*cd curds now: 
they Imve eoine into disrepute, but in 
former years while living on a large 
farm, curds were made and systematical¬ 
ly fed to the chickens. 

The hen house should he roomy, so 
tlnf lhe birds are not crowded: it should 
la* light and warm, and, on the poultry 
farm, should have in it n stove for heat¬ 
ing the room in ease of a hitler coll 
night, and of these we have more or 
less every winter. Thi* stove and liv¬ 
ings should Is- arranged as to be w-dl 
-km unsl against fire; also have guards of 
some kind to |rrcvcnt the lien* from light¬ 
ing upon it. and thus burning their feet. 
The south side, especially, and more or 
less the east side.should have large glass 
windows and double sashes. When one 
femes to examine tlu* matter hy figures 
these things are not very expensive. The 
window* need not l«* large, and should, 
on the outside, nt least, be gunrd<*d by 
sviiv fencing of small nteshos. 

The yards, each for a set mi rate breed, 
should all center in the building, which, 
of course, should also he partitioned »> 
that while tin* fnwl* could see each other 
they ertthl not mix. 

To raise “fancy stock" is not the Idea 
nf all: hut to have select and choice 
breeds certainly I*. I have known a 
farm where no new blood h id been in 
I rodneed for .tears; the breed of “dung- 
IdlL” luid run out so that a full grown 
few I ilresse I would only w« igh ah nit 
one and a half pounds, id certainly can¬ 
not he i profitable to raise such stock. 
Young male bird* should dress ut Jen*! 
four to eight pound*. These are only 
hints, whhh we hope may be of use to 
new begfnncts.

HOW GROWERS SHOULD TREAT 
SHRUBS AND VINES JUST NOW. 


Hints That, If Heeded, Will Make Coil 

slderable of m Difference In Next 

Year's Crops—Every Farmer Is Iteally 

Interested In Tills Subject. 

Keep the raspberries pinched back. 

August is the mouth in which to bud 
peach trees. 

Use the suds from the wash tubs .is 
fertilizer in the orchard. 

Always select trees with a smooth, 
healthy looking bark. 

See that no suekern are growing from 
the roots of the fruit trees. 

Cut out nil of tlu> old ciiues from am¬ 
ong the raspberries now. 

Proper thinning of the fruit gives it 
u better opportunity to develop. 

August is one of the best months in 
which to set out strawberry plants. 

Now i* u good time to cluck growth 
by pinching buck the terminal birds. 

Late cultivation 1* often detrimental 
by not allowing time for the new wood 
to ripen. 

Sort all fruit to be sent to market 
carefully, and in this way Increase its 
value. 

Prune out all useless shoots in young 
fruit Irees before the growth is com¬ 
pleted. 

All wood that is more than two years 
old should be cut out of the g«s»seberries. 

Use hardwood ashes liberally among 
the small fiuits and in the garden. 

When fruit i* thinned the parent plant 
is exhausted far less than when all is 
allowed tb remain. 

One advantage in selecting a mison- 
itldy dry soil for 1111 orchard is that it 
jtennits of doc|»cr setting. 

Coal ashes applied liberally around the 
fruit trees will help to keep away insect 
pests. 

Before setting out strnwlterry plants, 
be sure that the soil j* worked inio n 
line til'll 

OoimI glow tli now practically deter* 
ndm* the value «if bearing nines and 
vines next season. 

Small and inferior berries are often

A THRESHER’S LIFE 


One of Exposure to Inclement and 
Changeable Weather. 


He Easily Falls a Prey to Disease-

Watering I’lntits. 

In otu* of our horticultural papers, says 
q* divider in Practical Farmer. I find 
<pt ite a diseiissioii about the nroper time 
of watering plants, especially whether 
the watering can be. safely done in sun¬ 
shiny weather or not. It seems to me 
tiuu this is a ease like that of the best 
lime ol pruning trees. Somebody bit 
the nail pretty well on the head when 
In- si id: Prune when the knife is sharp. 
When shall we water? Surely when till! 
soil dry. and if tlmt be in hot. sun¬ 
shiny weather. I would water all the 
More quickly. There may be some plants 
that cuunot stiiiid the direct application 
of water on the foliage, and for them 
it is advisable to put the water oil the 
soil rather than on the plant. Hut that 
is a good tiling for almost all plants, 
nn> w ay. For instance, in watering cel¬ 
ery. cabbage strawberries, potatoes, 
i te., the right way is to let the water 
run down lictwcon the rows, and soak 
into the ground until the latter is well 
moistened ill rough. I would do this in 
bright weather just, as quickly as I 
would hi cloudy weal her or at night, 
and 1 can say that I have never seen 
a garden vegetable injured by watering 
thus either in bright or dark weather. 
So far as the crops in the greenhouse 
iire concerned, I have always watered 
indiscriminately, whenever 1 found the 
►oil dry. and all the more freely when 
iIm- sun was shining brightly. Indeed, 
«.or friends interested iu greenhouse 
i-rops are well aware that the rule is 
to water lettuce only when there is a 
prospect of bright weather, aud even 
tlx n preferrahly through underground 
pil*** or tiles. The chief point Is to 
•water thoroughly whenever you do wat¬ 
er.. ami then wait until the soil gets dry 
nnti needy again. Mere sprinkling is scl- 
d* nt <>f much account, and in outdoor 
opernGons sometimes seems to be an in¬ 
jury.

«M«* turning firm and crisp j u this, put 
a cup of sugar, three doacn whole cloves, 
three dozen pepper kernob , eighteen all¬ 
spice berries and twelve tdndes of mace 
into four quarts of viucy .„ r U ml boil five 
minqtes. Bruin the ‘pickles, put into 
cans or jars, pour tnv scalding vinegar 
over them and cover. Keep iu the cel¬ 
lar. 1 hey will do to use iu two mouths. 
Siring beans may j M . pickled in this 
way. 

For a sliced cuc umber pickle, which 
is a m.velty iu mv,ny families, slice two 
dozen good-sifted cucumbers, put in an 
agate kettle with vinegar to cover and 
1 oil an hour. Let them stand- while 
yop prepare a pickle made as follows: 
Bin cup sugar; one tcnspoouful, each, 
of mace, a notice and cloves; one lablc- 
snoonfiil, each, of ‘horseradish, cinnamon, 
ginger, celery seed, black pcptier atnl 
Dimeric, half a ten spoon ful of cayenne. 
I’ut these into a gallon of cidtfr vinegar, 
add the sliced cucumbers, siui’ner gently 
for two hours, then put into jars.' 

Cnuli(lower makes an excellent pickle, 
('ill a firm head iuto small clusters and 
boil three or four minuter* in scalding 
Inline. Brain them, put hlto a jar and 
cover with cold vinegar, let stand two 
days, turn this oil aud tfnen cover with 
u spiced vinegar prepared by this for¬ 
mula: One gallon vingn'r; one cup sugar; 
one tnhlcspoonful, eae>,, of celery seed, 
coriander seed, intiKtu/ d seed and whole 
white pepper, sliced. Boil five minutes 
and pour oyer the '/trulldower. 

For English chow-chow is prepared by 
this rule: Cut or/e cauliflower into clus¬ 
ters. peel half v t joint of smaJl onions, 
slice six green toMratocs, and "string” 
half a pint of string beaus; add a pint 
of small c\teunificrs. sliced, aud four 
small ml -pepi**.**. Arrange the vege¬ 
tables in layer* with salt Iil, a large 
stone jar % using plenty of salt. Four on 
cold water enough to cover and put a 
weighted plate' over tl»em to iteep them 
under the brine. Let stand t hree days, 
drain off the brine, wash off tin* pickles 
with cold waVer and let them, stand 
twenty-four hoatrs in fresh wa ter. Hplce 
ft gallon of vincgAr as follows; Qqc tea- 
spoonful each of whole bluttk pepi>or, 
celery seed, white mustard si *ed, horse¬ 
radish. nnui 1 and whole cIovcm; tivo ten- 
spoonfuls of tuinene. one a nd n half 
cups of sugar throwul; three tahle.s|sion- 
fnls of . ground mustard. Uring* to a 
boll, drop in tls* pickle, cimlt live, min¬ 
utes, skim out into jars, and cover with 
tin* Scalding vinegar. Let trtand forty - 
eight hours. Brain off the vinegar, put 
on to heat again aud add a DtLlespootiful 
of curry powder. When tin* vinegar 
boils pour It on the pickles aguin and 
wL-en cold put them into small Jnicn or 
bottles and seal. ltcudy for use iu two 
or three weeks. 
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ltlttckliarry Flavor!na- 
How many housekeepers have ever 
used blackberries as a flavoring—not by 
the. direct use of the fresh fruit, but by 
means of an extinct that, can lie kept 
the year round?

Now seul the jar, us in dm** 
serving. Let the jar stand two duy.s* , 
or, better still, thrbe. Hbfllu) well thi>rt • 
or four times Cttch day. On the secorn 1 
or- third day unseal the jar, und throa v 
1 1u* contents iuto a muslin strain* ,*. 
Strain carefully until all the fluid hi is 
passed through. Next, grudmilly ss 
water through the strainer, letting it 
trickle through the fruit uulp. until . an 
exact plat of extract in ull bus been « »b- 
taiued. If these directions arc iniplir It- 
ly followed, failure is impossible. T he 
extract, if kept tightly stoppered, v /ill 
remain good the year round. Tl ike 
puins to see that none of the fine a sed 
of this fruit gets through the strait ter. 
Owing to the presence of alcohol if is 
well to remember thut this extract, as 
well us all others, is to be bottled and 
stoppered as quickly as possible a ftcr 
making. Is the flavor of elderbci Ties 
pleasing to a family palate? If n o, a 
very strong extract inuy be made if the 
elderberries used an* of the best by fol¬ 
lowing the same proportions giveto in 
the preceding recipe. , .

INTERESTING INFORMATION ABOUT 
THE GYPSY RACE. 


Ussy Thousands of Thorn In TliU Coun¬ 
try — Good Horse Traders, Loyal 
Friends and the Pawnbroker’* Heat 
Patrons. 

Who wus your mother? who your father*! 
Answer me lu the itomuny tongue, 

Aud 1 will auswer thee. 

—Oldest known Gypsy Folk song. 

“The gypsy race shows no sign of #.*• 
t diet ion. The Bemanys arc as strong 
uud as numerous to-day as they have 
tAcr be eh.’ 

Thus spoke Paul Kester, ethnologist 
student o( the lives, hit UK* ami l.iu- 
guage of gypsies. Mr. Kester is one 
of the greatest living author* tie* upon 
the American Bornany. In his play 
"Zuniar," one of the late Alexai^Jer 
BulvlmVaucccssco, he dealt broadly with 
his favorite subject. 

"The gypHien. ' continued Mr. Kcster, 
"came originally from Tliiuliistan. Tae 
n.igratioii of the race occurred during 1 
the thirteenth uml fourteenth centuries. 
The sobriquet ‘EgyptUm.’ which they 
ussumed, was. it is supposed. owing to 
their temporary sojourn in Egypt. The 
name Kotnuiiy. ethnologic* derive from 
th!- Ll iidu roiu, n man. Armed w'itii 
protesting letters from one or more of 
the Popes, they npix»nrrd in Ut*imauy, 
and thereafter swarmed over EuroiH 1 . 

I cannot say when they first came to 
America, but certain it is -hat they 
wn*re not k/ng after tin* first white 
colonists. Spain sent her Z.ncoJi to 
Mexico, while from Fra nee uml Eng¬ 
land gypsy families crofousl the Athintic 
it- pursuance of their roaming Instincts. 

“there are many thousands of them 
in the T’liiteil Stati*s, aud they permeate 
all branches of society. 1 know of an 
eminent and respectc I Episcopal clergy¬ 
man in Boston who has llomany bhiod 
in his veins. Once a year the old wan¬ 
dering fever conn** over this good man. 
and 'then, hey presto! the pulpit is tem¬ 
porarily abandoned and he follows tile 
pattiiu trail, or lounges contentedly 
among h s kindnd in the sha le of flu 
caravan tent. In many of oar cities 
then* are wealthy men and women, mil* 
lioiiairc* ami so-called ‘society people,‘ 
who are Bomany-chals (gypsy men* or 
Boinany-chis (gypsy girls), nmi who can 
not resist folbiwing the pattrin when 
summer time comes round. 

"But. of course, tin* gre it majority of 
the nice live in their caravans all the 
year loiitul. telling fortunes an I irmlmg 
in horses for n living—going sou 111 wii!i 
tbe approueh of winter, and ri* it ruin.;

“Toronto, Sept. 1st, 1807. 

Tbo question now arises will those 
stolen bills bo redeemed by the 
bank. The bank may uot be 
legally responsible and may repudiate 
them, providing Mr, Bainea’ signature is 
forged to the bills. It may pay the back 
better to pay the bills when presented, 
rather than have the public fight shy of all 
their bills. The Brookville Times calls 
attention to the fact that about the 
year 1872 a somewhat similar case 
occurred in Montreal when the now 
defunct Consolidated bank bad a num¬ 
ber of unsigned circulation notes stolen 
and refused to pay them. The Dominion 
Bank may prefer to pay the stolen 
money rather than suffer the bad 
moral effect of such a course. The 
written signature on a bank bill vanee 
so much that the ordinary business 
man and the general public bave really no 
safeguard against a peculiar caoe like this. 
One of the burglars, for instance, might 
sign his own genuine signature on the 
stolen bills instead of that of Mr. Baines, 
and to tbo vast majority this would appear 
all right.

ASSESSMENT INSURANCE. 

The failure of the Massachusetts Benefit 
Association involved a number ia this 
district who will bo interested in tho fol¬ 
lowing from the New York Tribune. .Tout 
btfore the Association came to an end the 
assessment wan raised to an almost pro¬ 
hibitory amount with the hope of " freezing 
out ” the members. A number Of policy 
holders paid the extra assessment while a 

f reat number dropped out without paying 
t. The question now arises if those mem¬ 
bers are not liable for the assessment. 
The following is the article in question :— 
“ Tho disastrous failure of the Massa 
ohusettH Benefit Life Association, leaving 
upward of #1,000,000 in unpaid death 
claims, and thousands of people who are 
now unable to got insurance on account of 
ago or physical infirmity, calls for serious 
thought. Do tho laws regulating such 
associations have any value, or is the 
system itself inherently weak ? Tho 
insurance laws of Massachusetts have 
often boon referred to as model enactments, 
and yet the Insurance Commissioner of 
that State has recently spoken of the 
f&iluro of this association in a manner that 
must cause great distrust in their efficiency. 
Jio ways: " Claimant* wiil be mighty 
fortunate if they get fifty cents on a dollar." 
Then he was asked : “ Do you think the 

Association would have been^-alP right 
"financially if the policy-holders had all 
"paid the last assessment that was 
"demanded 7" He relied emphatically : 
"No,” and with great earnestness he con 
"tinued : The results would have bees 
"exactly the same had every single policy 
I "holder paid all tya Assessments up to date. 
"Tha whole system is wrong." 

I K Commissioner Merrill is right, eonae 
thin# should be done, and done ooickly, 
to proteot the rights of people holding 
assessment certificates in this State. The 
retirement from this State, cur the failure 
fif 238 kindred associations within a few 
years, as shown in our Albany correspond¬ 
ence of to-day, takes on added significance 
in the light of Commissioner Merrill's 
remarks. Add to this the question of the 
liability of members for nnpaid assessment^ 
and the sitnation is certainly worthy of 
attention. Repeated decisions bv fihe 
courts of this and other States suggest the 
question whether the mere lapsing of a 
certificate in one of these associations 
releases a member from liability. The 
default in the case of the Massachusetts 
Benefit Life is only partly indioolod in the 
fact that four hundred familiea of deoeased 
members, beneficiaries under matured 
certificates, will, in the opinion of the 
Insurance Csmmissiooer of Massachusetts, 
"be mighty fortunate if they get flftv cents 
on a dollar.” The failure of this'associ¬ 
ation leaves thousands of people without 
any protection who hays for years paid the 


account of age or physical weakness, find 
themselves unable to secure protection 
elsewhere. The extent of tfie default in 
this particular no one can surely estimate. 
The Insnranoe Department of this State 
may properly turn its attention to the 
subject so far as it affects the interests of 


tho people at large.
